Armrest of an Alleged Bank Robber in
Charleston.

The steamship Alhambra. from Charleston,
8. C., brought to New York theSherifl of Loran
county, Ohle, and the President of the National
Bank of Wellington, same county, with one of
the alleged robbers of that bank, Henry Coats,
shas Henry Carr, alias J. H, Mum’iord, alias J,
H. Moulton. There were three parties supposed
to be concerned in the robbery. The Bhendf
and President of the bank have travelled over
twelve thousand miles, through the principal
cities of the United Slates and Canada, In pur-
guit ot Coats, and they displuyed considerable
energy, perseverance and skill in tracing the
object of their gearch, The following extract
from the Charleston Cowrier of the 1st instrnt
glves an account of his capture:—

On Monday morning last Gificers Levy and
Davis were sent for by Postmaster Trott, On
their aﬁemnce at the Post Otfice they were in-
troduced to the Sherllf of Lorain county, Ohio,
and the President ot the National Bank of Wel-
lington, Lorain county,Ohio, who were on a visit
to Charleston In search of an accomplice ol the
parties engaged in the robbery of the above.
mentioned bank. The President of the bank
gave the ofiicers a description of the individual

‘they were iu search of, who had been traced o

this city. Dy the statement ot the President it
hfbptm'l'd that the npme of this sccomplice is
Henry Coats, but that he passed under the
allasee o1 Henry Cdrr, J. H. Mumiord and J. H,
Moulten. It was under this last nawe that he
was arrested,

On recaving thelr information the oflicers
immediately stituted s search, and succeeded
in wraoing tho object of thewr pursuit o a4 house
in Wentworth street, south side, near Rutledge,
Here he was living in splendid style, having
tmken a twelve mouths’ lease ol the bmlding, st
the rate of seven hundred dollurs per annum, the
rent payable monthly in gold coin, The mistress
of the houce hails from Philadelphin, nnd it 14 said
accompruied the prisoner on bis trip here. He
nud alto severnl female boarders, who, he said.,
wele osonoert sipgers. On tno arrival of the
officers at the houee on Morday morning they
observeda carriage 1o waiting, The officers there
upon drew beok a short distance sand awaltod
the denowement. As the carriage, after leaving
the door, was pussing the officers, the lstier
hailed the driver with an order to bhalt, Otiicer
Levy, on reaching the carringe, suld to ihe in-
mute, “*Your name is Robertson.”  No," was the
rwply; “my pame is Moulton,” *'Ah!" gaid the
afficer, “just she man we want; driver, drive to
the guard-nouse.,” The prisoner was then taken
to the gunrd-nouse, whore he has been secured
antil the departure of the Bherlll of the county
and President of the bunk for the place whers
:Lw robbery was committed, Governor Ouir has

Jrendy signed the requisition wiruing the
urisoner over inte the hands of the proper
parties.

The priconcr s & young man, about twenty.
three years of ace, of very genteel appearaucs,
and good address, From the sccouni given,
it appears that there wero three mdividuals
concernad in the robbery, and that the amounnt
abstracted was about sixty thousand dollars, in
Uuited States bonde and currency. Two of the
tnruua ware prrestod ln New York, and one
